This  new  study  is  an  analysis  of  the  role 
demands  on  the  behavioral  science 
consultant  working  to  effect  change  in 
groups  and  organizations.  One  major 
theme  in  the  analysis  is  the  dynamic 
learning  process  which  both  consultant 
and  client  must  experience  in  order  to 
benefit  from  a  project. 

In  addition,  several  neglected  areas  of 
consultation  are  examined,  including 
teamwork,  its  benefits  and  difficulties, 
the  effective  use  of  physical  settings  in 
change  activities,  and  features  of  the 
client  role.  Mr.  Steele  places  a  strong 
emphasis  on  actual  problems  and 
controversies,  as  contrasted  with  theo- 
retical formulations  of  ideal  change 
processes. 

The  book  is  intended  for  a  broad  spec- 
trum of  professionals,  including  applied 
behavioral  scientists,  management 
consultants,  consultants  in  state  and 
local  government  agencies,  social 
workers,  and  staff  people  in  units  help- 
ing other  parts  of  their  organizations.

Ann  Deagon 

Ann  Deagon  first  began  writing  poetry 
"vigorously"  in  1970,  "in  some  kind  of 
forty-year  old  renaissance."  Since  then 
her  poems  have  been  published  widely 
and  have  received  numerous  awards. 

Writing  of  her  work,  she  notes  that 
"Poetry  is  not  so  much  something  I  do  as 
something  that  does  me.  Poetry  is 
something  that  takes  me  in  its  teeth  and 
shakes  me." 

The  poems  in  Carbon  14  have  this 
effect.  While  they  are  informed  by  the 
classics,  their  strength  is  not  academic. 
They  counterpoint  the  past  and  the 
present,  person,  place  and  event,  with 
unexpected  and  often  violent  insights. 
In  "The  Sibyl  s  Bath,"  for  example,  the 
sacrifice  of  a  young  girl  to  a  god  leads 
to  unprecedented  counterviolence  and, 
as  narrated  by  an  observer,  to  questions 
which  are  both  contemporary  and 
absolute. 

Ann  Deagon  admits  to  being  particularly 
interested  in  teaching  and  in  myth — 
"history  functioning  as  myth,  education 
as  ritualized  myth;  conflicts  between 
person  and  cultural  myths;  dreams, 
fantasy,  and  poetry  as  mythic  con- 
figurations." She  sees  her  poems  as 
related  to  teaching,  encouraging  "deeper 
encounter  between  me,  my  students, 
and  the  material."

"The  Open  University  breaks  away  from 
so  many  traditions  of  British  higher 
education  that  one  should,  perhaps,  not 
be  startled  by  the  extreme  nature  of  the 
attitudes  expressed  both  for  and  against 
it,"  writes  Jeremy  Tunstall,  reporting  on 
Britain's  Open  University,  a  national 
correspondence  TV-radio  university 
which  awarded  its  first  degrees  in  1973.

Karl  Jaspers: 
Philosophy  as  Faith 

Leonard  H.  Ehrlich 

This  study  explicates  one  of  the  main 
themes  of  Karl  Jasper's  work,  his  con- 
ception of  philosophical  thought  as  an 
articulation  of  faith.  From  this  vantage 
point,  the  work  provides  an  overview  of 
the  vast  range  and  varied  content  of 
his  thinking. 

In  Jaspers's  view,  faith — the  risk  of 
thought  concerning  matters  about  which 
man  is  essentially  ignorant — is  grounded 
on  a  fundamental  certainty  of  being,  and 
its  thought  content  is  an  inseparable 
moment  of  articulation.  The  content  may 
take  many  forms  besides  propositions — 
myths,  ideas,  art,  concepts  or  awareness 
connected  with  objects  and  experiences, 
and  so  on.  Jaspers  calls  any  such 
content  of  faith,  understood  as  the  con- 
scious certainty  of  one's  grounding  in 
being,  "ciphers,"  or  "ciphers  of  trans- 
cendence." Ciphers,  and  man's  "read- 
ing" of  their  meaning,  are  central  to 
Jaspers's  philosophy  of  faith,  and 
Professor  Ehrlich's  work  provides  an 
extended  analysis  of  this  concept, 
notably  of  the  cipher  of  evil,  in  the  Book 
of  Job. 

The  "readings"  of  the  ciphers  are  not 
final,  and  faith,  in  Jaspers's  view,  is  the 
basis  of  the  multiplicity  of  human  visions 
of  ultimate  truth.  The  study  attempts  to 
show  how  Jaspers,  in  a  brilliant  synthesis, 
comes  to  terms  with  this  multiplicity 
and  attempts  to  realize  a  community  of 
men  based  on  a  plurality  of  faith.
